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AMENDMENTS TO THE CLAIMS 

Please amend claims 1, 6, 12, 15, 16, 18, and 27 as indicated below, wherein deleted material is 
shown by strikethrough (or double brackets) and added material is underlined In addition, 
please cancel claims 7, 19, and 32. A complete listing of claims pending in the application 
following entry of this Amendment are presented as follows: 

1. (Currently Amended) A golf club having a shaft and a head secured to the shaft, the head 
comprising: 

a primary element at least partially formed of a first material, the primary element 
defining a first surface and an opposite second surface, the first surface providing 
an area for engaging a golf ball; 

a cavity defined by a portion of the primary element that is of unitary construction, the 
cavity being positioned between the first surface and the second surface, at least a 
portion of the cavity extending in a direction that is substantially parallel to the 
first surface; [[and]] 

at least one depression that is defined bv the primary eleme nt and extends toward the 

second surface from the cavity: and 
an insert element formed of a second material and positioned within the cavity, the insert 

element incjyfing at least one protrusion extending into the dep ression, and the 

second material being different than the first material. 

2. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein the cavity and the insert element exhibit 
a substantially constant thickness in a direction extending between the first surface and the 
second surface. 

3. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein the cavity and the insert element exhibit 
a varying thickness. 

4. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 3, wherein the thickness decreasingly-tapers in end 
portions of the cavity and the insert element. 
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5. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein the cavity extends through one of a lower 
surface and an upper surface of the primary element to expose the insert element. 

6. (Currently Amended) The golf club recited in claim 5, wherein at least ono d e pressin g 
o xtotid: toward tho ocoon d -mrfnrr fr^m ™™*y, the at least one depression beiftg ig formed in 
the one of the lower surface and the upper surface. 

7. (Cancelled) 

8. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein the first material is a metal and the 
second material is a polymer. 

9. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein the head includes at least one additional 
element that is secured to the primary element 

10. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1, wherein dimensions of the insert element are 
substantially similar to dimensions of the cavity. 

1 1. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 1 , wherein a ring element extends rearward from 
the primary element, 

12. (Currently Amended) The golf club recited in claim 1 1 , wherein the ring element is formed 
of a third material, the first material and the second third material being different metals. 

13. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 12, wherein a density of the first material is less 
than a density of the third material. 

14. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 11, wherein a protrusion extends from an inner 
surface of the ring element. 
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15. (Currently Amended) A golf club having a shaft and a head secured to the shaft, the head 
comprising: 

a primary element formed of a metal material, the primary element defining a face and an 
opposite rear surface; 

a cavity defined by a portion of the primary element that is of unitary construction, the 
cavity being positioned between the face and the rear surface, the cavity having a 
substantially constant thickness, [[and]] the cavity extending in a direction 
between a heel side and a toe side of the hea d, and the cavity hav ing at least one 
depression extending toward the rear surface ; and 

an insert element formed of a polymer material, the insert element being positioned 
within the cavit y, and a portion of the insert element bein g located within the at 
least one depression . 

16. (Currently Amended) The golf club recited in claim 15, wherein the oavity io pooition e d 
betwe e n thn form nnri tbr r r nr sarfaeeg nnA at least a portion of the cavity extends in a direction 
that is substantially parallel to the face. 

17. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 15, wherein the cavity extends through one of a 
lower surface and an upper surface of the primary element to expose the insert element. 

18. (Currently Amended) The golf club recited in claim 17, wherein at loast ono doproooion 
oxtondo toward the rear ourfao e from the oavity, the at least one depression b e ing is formed in the 
one of the lower surface and the upper surface. 

19. (Cancelled) 

20. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 15, wherein the metal material is steel 

2L (Original) The golf club recited in claim 15, wherein the head includes at least one 
additional element that is secured to the primary element 
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22. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 15, wherein dimensions of the insert element are 
substantially similar to dimensions of the cavity. 

23. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 15, wherein a ring element extends rearward from 
the primary element. 

24. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 23, wherein the ring element is formed of a metal 
material, the metal material of the primary element being different than the metal material of the 
ring element. 

25. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 24, wherein the metal material of the primary 
element is aluminum and the metal material of the ring element is steel. 

26. (Original) The golf club recited in claim 23, wherein a protrusion extends from an inner 
surface of the ring element. 

27. (Currently Amended) A method of manufacturing a head for a golf club, the method 
comprising steps of: 

forming a primary element of the head from a first material, the primary element having a 
face and an opposite rear surface; 

defining a cavity within a portion of the primary element that is of unitary construction, 
the cavity being positioned between the face and the rear surface, at least a 
portion of the cavity extending substantially parallel to the face, and the cavity 
including at least one depression extending toward the rear surface: and 

positioning an insert element within the cavity, the insert element being formed of a 
second material that is different from the first material. 

28. (Original) The method recited in claim 27, wherein the step of forming includes milling the 
primary element. 
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29. (Original) The method recited in claim 27, wherein the step of forming includes casting the 
primary element with a mold. 

30. (Original) The method recited in claim 29, wherein the step of defining includes positioning 
a protrusion in the mold that forms the cavity. 

31. (Original) The method recited in claim 27, wherein the step of positioning includes molding 
an insert element by introducing the second material in a molten state into the cavity.
